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Parish Council Notes 

The monthly meeting of 
the Parish Council was held 
on Thursday 17th February 
' at 7.30 pm in The Old Farm¬ 


house. 

Youth Facilities - A programme of various 
activities was being organised at different venues 
within the Village in conjunction with Community 
Education Co-ordinator at Swavesey VC. Repre¬ 
sentatives of the Parish Council had met with 
Governor representatives from Bar Hill School to 
obtain permission to use the Community Lounge 
for young people to meet on an 'unstructured' 
basis with supervision. Governors would give per¬ 
mission for structured activities only, such as Duke 
of Edinburgh Award scheme. The Parish Council 
also arranged to meet with a group of young 
people who had approached them via a video with 
a request for another facility involving the previ¬ 
ously suggested site of the Parish Council work¬ 
shop. 

Play Area - The supplier for a suitable material 
for surfacing the entrances to the play area was 
being pursued. The general maintenance of the 
area is in hand. 

Outbuilding Rear of Farmhouse - The Educa¬ 
tion Property Department had asked whether the 
Parish Council would want their workshop demol¬ 
ished when the School's storage shed was re¬ 
moved. It was decided to leave the PC building as 
its future use, for the time being, was uncertain. 

Precept - The Precept figure for the year 94/95 
was set at £43615, this being the same as the 
previous year. 

'National Spring Clean Week' - This will be 
15th - 23rd April. There will be the usual annual 
Village 'Clean Up' Day during this week. 

Dog Fouling - Extreme concern was expressed 
by the Councillors at the increase in the amount of 
fouling on footpaths and grassed areas inside the 
Village. There appears to be a problem of identi¬ 
fying the culprits' owners - if anyone has any 
information on this, the Clerk would be grateful to 
hear from them.

Rural Action for the environment 

If you have any ideas for projects to enhance or 
protect the environment of the parish, Rural Ac¬ 
tion for Cambridgeshire might be able to help you. 


Rural Action is a partnership of county environ^ 
mental organizations which is working together to 
bring support in the form of advice and new 
funding to rural projects. Any local community 
group, from a mothers and toddlers group to a 
history group or WI. may apply, and projects can 
range from a photographic study or village history 
to a wildlife survey, a full parish plan or energy 
saving study. 

Project grants of up to £2,000 are available to fund 
up to 50% of any one stage of a project which may 
include specialised advice, technical assistance, 
training and materials for community projects. 
The other 50% must come from the community 
group, but this can include grants from other 
sources, donations in kind and costed volunteer 
time ( voluntary input to a project is costed at £7.40 
an hour and this can include time spent in planning 
and carrying out the project). Parish councils and 
local groups, whether newly formed or long estab¬ 
lished, can get this support. Project grants are 
administered in each county by Rural Community 
Councils. 

The Countryside Commission, English Nature 
and the Rural Development Commission, with 5 
partner national voluntary organizations set up 
Rural Action in 1992 as a scheme to support local 
community environmental action in England's vil¬ 
lages, small country towns (pop. Under 10,000) 
and countryside. The national partners are ACRE 
(Action for Communities in Rural England), 
BTCV, NCVO, Environment Support Team, 
RSNC Wildlife Trusts Partnership and the Shell 
Better Britain Campaign.
